Armed robbery pair 

nabbed by SIU squad

Two armed robbery sus¬ 
pects from Taylor were 
nabbed last weekend after po¬ 
lice say one of them robbed a 
pair of employees of the Big 
Lot Department store of Taylor 
over more than $5,000 in cash. 

Detective Lt. David Early, 
head of the investigative unit 
of the Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment, said the defendants, Jeri 
Lynn Barlett, 21, a Big Lots em¬ 
ployee, and her roommate 
James Will Sills, 28, were 
charged with armed robbery 
and were arraigned last Satur¬ 
day before Judge James Kan- 
drevas. Bail was set at $100,000 
(10 percent) with a preliminary 
exam set for Jan. 2 at the 34th 
District of Romulus. 

Early said that Sills is 
charged with robbing the two 
Big Lot Department store em¬ 
ployees at knifepoint as they 
were preparing to make a de¬ 
posit at the NBD Bank on Mid- 
dlebelt road in Romulus on 
Dec. 15. 


Sills reportedly fled with 
the two deposit bags contain¬ 
ing over $5,000. 

Early said police gained in¬ 
formation that led to the issu¬ 
ing of a search warrant for the 
Bartlett-Sills home and the re¬ 
covery of a four- inch folding 
knife, clothing worn by the 
bandit and receipts and other 
evidence accounting for about 
$4,000 of the stolen funds. 

Early also released the fol¬ 
lowing police reports: 

♦A Miriam street resident 
reported a burglar broke into 
the family’s garage and stole 
assorted Craftsman and other 
tools. An attempt also was 
made to break into the home, 
but that was unsuccessful, po¬ 
lice said.

Romulus schools 
score in court

The Romulus Community 
School District was given an 
early Christmas present last 
Thursday, as Circuit Court 
Judge Kathleen McDonald 
ruled the local school district 
has the right to operate a 
school of choice inside the city 
of Detroit. 

A spokesman for the Detroit 
School District said it will ap¬ 
peal the decision. 

Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell, 
who attended the court session 
along with Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent Joel Carr and district 
lawyers, felt relieved with 
McDonald’s decision. 

“Now we (the Romulus 
School District and Barons 
School Inc.) can concentrate 
on program and curriculum,” 
he said. 

In recent weeks the school 
building in Detroit has been 
closed down by the Detroit 
Fire Marshall for various com¬ 
plaints including that of im¬ 
proper Fire and smoke devices. 

The school of choice was 
opened this fall after Barons 
representatives had solicited 
Detroit school dropouts to 
work to re-enter the work force 
by earning employable skills 
at the Romulus-Barons school. 

As an enticement to enter 
the school program, students 
were offered a $50 voucher ev¬ 
ery two weeks during which 
time they must have attended 
at least 80 percent of the 
classes and daycare was of¬ 
fered those students with chil¬ 
dren. 

Bedell said the voucher 
money could be used for trans¬ 
portation or lunch costs if the 
students wished. 

But more than a month after 
the school opened, the Detroit 
School District filed suit 
against the Romulus schools 
claiming that its effort “was an 
act of piracy.” 

The Detroit Schools sought 
a restraining order to close the 
school of choice, but that was 
denied.

Bedell said that McDonald 
read her decision at the court 
session last week. 

Lawmakers and state school 
officials are watching the out¬ 
come of this court hearing and 
see how it impacts the state’s 
school of choice policy. 

The Romulus-Barons 
School had opened with ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 students, but 
because of the constant brief 
closings by the Detroit Fire 
Marshall, Bedell said the daily 
count had dropped to about 
400. 

Barring any quick change in 
status via an appeals court de¬ 
cision, Bedell feels sure that 
the daily school population 
count will quickly rise again. 

Bedell also expressed no 
concern last Friday when in¬ 
formed that Gov. John Engler 
decided to trim the duties of 
the Michigan Board of Educa¬ 
tion and pass on many of those 
responsibilities to State Super¬ 
intendent Art Ellis. 

Bedell and Engler have tan¬ 
gled in the past over various 
state school funding issues. 

But Bedell said he feels that 
Ellis really has the interest of 
Michigan students at heart and 
helped Romulus-Barort’s 
Schools in recent months. 

“Surprisingly what Engler 
did this time actually might 
make sense,” Bedell said. 


Pedestrian hit 
by auto, dies 


A 33-year-old Roseville man 
was struck and killed while 
walking on Inkster road in Ro¬ 
mulus about 9:30 p.m. Friday. 

Romulus Lt. Robert Brown 
said the victim Timothy Allen 
Taylor was apparently walking 
along the slim shoulder of the 
road (just north of Goddard 
road). He was pronounced 
dead a short time later at An¬ 


napolis Hospital. 

Brown said that the driver 
of the vehicle was a 29-year-old 
Romulus resident, who was op¬ 
erating a 1991 black Chevrolet. 

Brown said that alcohol was 
a factor in the fatal accident. 

The investigation is con¬ 
tinuing, Brown said, and no 
charges have been pressed at 
this time.

I* 1 ^ii effort to offer alterna 
tives to such quintessential 
holiday images as Santa Claus, 
reindeer, candy canes and 
holly, a Canton church has pre¬ 
sented the story of the birth of 
Jesus Christ in a unique way.

Kim Marquette, church 
member and director of the 
Board of Fellowship, said 650 
people turned out for the fes¬ 
tivities, and the church is al¬ 
ready planning on a similar 
event for next year. 

“We heard a lot of positive 
comments from people,” Mar¬ 
quette said. Some comments 
overheard were that the 
scenes were “awesome,” and 
that it was a wonderful way to 
bring Christ back into 
Christmas. 

In addition, the weather was 
cooperative, and several 
babies played the role of 
Jesus. 

“The weather was beauti¬ 
ful,” Marquette said. 

In the Biblical story, Mary 
and Joseph, after being told 
several months before that she 
would bear the son of God, 
sought shelter in several inns 
around Bethlehem to give 


birth. They were in Bethlehem 
answering a taxation call. 

On that night, now called 
Christmas Eve, they were only 
able to find shelter in a barn, 
where Jesus was born in a 
manger lined with hay. Three 
wise men brought him gifts of 
gold, frankincense and myrrh. 
Christians believe this is what 
started the gift-giving associ¬ 
ated with Christmas. 

Organizers said it’s impor¬ 
tant to keep Jesus Christ in 
Christmas festivities. Other 
forces can distract people 
from remembering the sole 
person they feel has made 
Christmas possible- Jesus 
Christ. 

“This is an opportunity to 
have a Christian Christmas 
other than one with Santa 
Claus and Rudolph,” Mar¬ 
quette said . 

“The exciting part is in shar¬ 
ing the real Christmas story 
with the community,” she said.

Chrismons 
give trees 

spiritual 

meaning 

The Christmas tree in the 
Sanctuary of Belleville First 
United Methodist Church is 
decorated rather uniquely. 

Instead of using regular 
Christmas bulbs of all shapes 
and colors, they have deco¬ 
rated the tree using Chris¬ 
mons. 

In 1957, Frances K. Spencer, 
a member of the Lutheran 
Church of Ascension in Dan- 
vill, Va., decided to do some¬ 
thing different to decorate the 
church Christmas tree. Using 
authentic Christian symbols 
found in ancient jewelry, uten¬ 
sils, buildings, and even the 
catacombs, Spencer designed 
the first Chrismons. The word 
“Chrismon” combines two 
words, “Christ,” and “mono¬ 
gram.” 

Each ornament is made in 
white to symbolize purity and 
perfection, and gold, which 
symbolizes Christ’s majesty 
and glory. Instead of using 
multi-colored, blinking lights, 
a Chrismon tree has tiny white 
lights, used to demonstrate 
that Christ is the light of the 
world. 

A few years ago, a group at 
Belleville First United Meth¬ 
odist Church created new 
Chrismons to replace those 
that were worn and damaged. 




Belleville United Methodist 
Church secretary Carla Gibson 
and the Rev. Dr. David Strong, 
pastor, (above) place Chrismons 
on the church tree. Chrismons 
(left) take their name from the 
words Christian and monogram, 
and are symbols of the Christian 
Church, such as various types of 
crosses - Greek, Roman, Celtic 
and St. Andrew. Symbols of the 
early church include the dove 
(for peace and the Holy Spirit), 
fish (the secret symbol used to 
identify Christians during their 
persecution) and star (for the 
star of Bethlehem). The Chris¬ 
mons are white to symbolize pu¬ 
rity and perfection and gold to 
signify majesty and glory. Those 
used in the Belleville church 
were made by the congrega¬ 
tion.

First movie theater in Western 
Wayne celebrates 50th birthday 


Remember when movies 
were 50 cents and popcorn was 
only five cents a bag? Lines at 
the box office were enormous 
as the marquee showcased 
such movie icons as Clark Ca¬ 
ble, Cary Grant and Judy Gar¬ 
land. 

For some people, those days 
seem far far away. But, for 
Charles Shafer, it still seems 
like yesterday. 

Shafer, his father Walter 
and brother Martin were the 
first owners of movie theaters 
in Western Wayne County 
some 50 years ago including 
the State Wayne Theater in the 
City of Wayne. 

On Dec. 29, the State Wayne 
Theater, which has “the” big¬ 
gest marquee in Michigan, will 
celebrate its 50th birthday in a 
community which supports all 
that a movie theater offers in¬ 
cluding family togetherness, 
bigger than life stories that 
challenge the imagination and 
a wide variety of entertain¬ 
ment. It was the very first thea¬ 
ter to open in Wayne County, 
according to Charles Shafer. 

“On Dec. 29, 1946 my father 
opened the State Wayne Thea¬ 
ter which was one of the first 


movie theaters in Michigan,” 
said Shafer. “At that time 
Wayne was not very populated. 
The theater opened with one 
house that had 1,500 seats.” 

Shafer said moviemakers 
were really concentrating on 
producing as many films as 
they could in the 1940s and 
1950s. There were so many ar¬ 
riving at the movie theaters 
that a new film would be 
shown every two to three days 
during the week. 

“Movies were probably even 
more popular back then,” said 
Shafer. “You had a choice of 
either staying at home with the 
family and listening to the ra¬ 
dio because television didn’t 
exist in those days or you went 
to the movie theater.” 

In 1983 the Shafer family de¬ 
cided to split the one-house 
theater into two with 700 seats 
on each side. The first film 
shown at the State Wayne 
starred Robert Mitchum. One 
of the flicks that drew a huge 
crowd was “Duel in the Sun” 
with Gregory Peck. 

Shafer said all the ushers at 
the State Wayne Theater were 
Wayne youths who really en¬ 
joyed their job. 


“They wore uniforms as 
they still do today,” said 
Shafer. “Some of the ushers 
back then have now become 
senators, attorneys and busi¬ 
ness executives.” 

A unique glow-in-the-dark 
dragon was painted on the 
northeast wall of one of the 
theater houses. The dragon 
still remains in the State 
Wayne which is now owned by 
the city of Wayne. 

“We sold the State Wayne 
Theater in 1986 to the National 
Amusement Co.,” said Shafer. 
“The city purchased it in 
1990.” 

Wayne operates the State 
Wayne Theater today showing 
second-run movies. The Shafer 
family, which owned more 
than 10 theaters between 1940 
and 1980 now' owns the Ford 
Wyoming Theater. 

With movies theaters thriv¬ 
ing and some even growing to 
20 screens, it’s no wonder the 
Shafer family remained faith¬ 
ful to an entertainment indus¬ 
try that continues to 
mesmerize audiences of all 
ages for a lifetime.

Teachers 

overpaid? 

'/b the editor: 

The subjective opinions and 
conclusions reached by 
teachers suggesting that Uie 
classroom instructors today 
are generally subjected to 
scorn and ridicule is surpris¬ 
ing. The claim by teachers in 
recent weeks that identifica¬ 
tion as instructors brings them 
expressions of abhorrence and 
loathing is unbelievable. 

The same people believe 
that teachers are underpaid. 
Some are, but tens of thou 
sands across the land are not. 
Many are overpaid and I write 
that because many teachers do 
not achieve at the level for 
which they are paid. 

Just as thousands of mini¬ 
mum wage workers are over¬ 
paid because they don’t 
produce the income sufficient 
to cover what they are paid, 
and this determination can be 
measured, some teachers do 
not produce at the level which 
ensures that students will be 
ready for the sequential 
classes in which they will en 
roll. 

Some of the best people I 
have known in my lifetime 
have been teachers. Not only 
were they very able in the 
classroom, but they were great 
people, very moral individ¬ 
uals, instructors that students 
could consider themselves 
very lucky to have known. Too 
many teachers, however, really 
don’t belong in the classroom. 
Many are often tardy to school 
and many miss 10, 15, and 
more school days each school 
year, ostensibly out of school 
sick, but many times to shop, to 
keep a doctor’s appointment, 
to take the family car to the 
shop for repairs. 

There are measurements of 
teacher accomplishments we 
can use to determine their ef¬ 
fectiveness. The scores of chil¬ 
dren in reading comprehen¬ 


sion, science, andj 
declined in recent’ 




spite better schools, better 
equipment, and /better mate¬ 
rials. There can be a plethora 
of evaluation instruments that 
measure the student’s pro¬ 


gress in the several areas of 
school endeavor, and the 
tench’s performance, too, can 
be evaluated in several ways if 
those responsible for teacher 
creditability would take the 
responsibility for doing so. 

That teachers are not held 
to account doesn’t mean that 
they can not be. Even an uns 
cientific determination like 
asking the students walking in 
the halls who the able 
teachers in the school are sug 
gests that the very able 
teachers ought to be paid con 
siderably more than those who 
can’t or won’t get the job done. 
Yes, there are teachers who 
could do a good job in the 
classroom but don’t, and there 
are instructors who are just 
not capable, lacking knowl¬ 
edge and understanding of the 
subject’s content and/or exhib 
iting an inability to get stu¬ 
dents to learn.

Wayne Memorial and De¬ 
troit Pershing - two of the 
state’s premier high school 
basketball teams - will meet at 
8 p.m, Thursday in the Cobo 
Arena in the nightcap of the 
third annual Superintendent’s 
Classic hosted by Dr. David 
Snead, the superintendent of 
the Detroit Public Schools. 

The four-game classic be¬ 
gins at 2 p.m. and also will in¬ 
volve Westland John Glenn 
(See Related Story) on this 
page. 

Wayne, the defending Mega 
Conference, Red Division 
champ, will place a 3-1 overall 
record on the block against a 


Pershing which is undefeated 
in their first two starts. The 
Doughboys crushed Frederick 
Douglas Academy and 
whipped cross town rival, De¬ 
troit Osborn. 

Wayne coach Chuck Henry 
said, ‘‘that Pershing has a lot of 
weapons it can unleash 
against you.” 

“They are physical and they 
have experience,” Henry 
stressed. “We can’t make mis¬ 
takes against a team like that.” 

Pershing has Ohio State- 
bound Shamar Herron, a 6-8 
senior down low, and 5-9 ball 
whiz Dejaun Williams in the 
backcourt. Meandering bet¬ 
ween the two is a 6-2 power 
forward Darius Acuff who, 
along with Spencer Frazier, 


are the deadliest of the Dough¬ 
boys. 

Wayne’s inside-outside 
combo includes team captain 
Lorenzo Guess, a 6- 3 point 
guard, who has gotten off to a 
fast start in his senior year. 
Teamed in the backcourt with 
his twin, Lavelle, and with 6-4 
Richard Rashad in the post, 
Wayne has four-year veterans 
in these three players. 

The match up between 
these two Class A state powers 
could be one of the most excit¬ 
ing games of the season. 

Incidentally, Pershing 
boasted a 23-1 record a year 
ago, losing in the regional fi¬ 
nals to state finalist Southfield 
Lathrup, a team that also elim¬ 


inated Wayne in the semifinals 
of the state playoffs. 

In the meantime, Wayne re¬ 
bounded from its first loss of 
the season, a 70-56 shellacking 
at the hands of DePorres, to 
cool Romulus, 67-58, Thursday 
night in their third outing of 
the young season. 

Since everyone is suddenly 
talking about the weather, the 
simile that Romulus was as 
cold as the arctic mass that 
covered the area when the Ea¬ 
gles came to town Thursday 
night is apropos. 

Wayne outscored their visi¬ 
tors 18-8 and 19-9 in the first 
two periods and looked invinc¬ 
ible as the half ended with Ze¬ 
bras enjoying a 20- point (37-17) 
lead.

The tournament in its third 
year will bring together four 
suburban teams to play four of 
the top teams in the Detroit 
Public Schools League. 

The Rockets are scheduled 
to play at 6 p.m. Dec. 27 in the 
Cobo Arena where they will 
meet Detroit Denby. Denby is 
ranked in the top five in the 
state and, according to Schue¬ 
tte, has been playing 
flawlessly in the early stages of 
the season.

Is repeat in store? 


Prices are being reduced on all upper resen/ed 
seating, as well as upper box seating located in 
the left and right outfield areas. In all, 14,477 
seats are being reduced in price this season ... 


The Detroit Tigers have an¬ 
nounced their 1997 ticket 
prices, featuring sizable re- 
cluction in the cost of more 
than 14,000 seats at Tiger Sta¬ 
dium and a decrease in the av¬ 
erage ticket price of over a 
dollar compared to 1996 rates. 

Prices are being reduced on 
all upper reserved seating, as 
well as upper box seating lo¬ 
cated in the left and right out¬ 
field areas. Priced at $12 a 
year ago, upper reserved seats 
may now be purchased for just 
$8 each. Also, upper box seats 
in the outfield between the 
foul poles may now be bought 
for $10 each, a savings of $5 
over the 1996 fare. 

In all, 14,477 seats,are being 
reduced in price this season, a 
total which includes 13,105 up¬ 
per reserved and 1,372 upper 
box seats. That figure means 
that 31 percent of Tiger Sta¬ 
dium’s total seating capacity of 
46,945 will have a lower price 


in 1997. 

The prices of many seats re¬ 
main the same as last season, 
including the premium seating 
of the Tiger Den at $20 per 
ticket. All lower box seating 
and upper box seating down 
the lines and behind the plate 
also maintain the 1996 price of 
$15 each, and left and right 
field grandstand seats are still 
priced at $8 each. 

The lone increase in Tiger 
ticket prices for 1997 comes in 
the double- decked bleacher 
area in centerfield. Priced at 


$2.50 for adults last season, 
those seats will now sell for $4 
each. Kids 14 and under may 
still purchase bleacher seats 
for just $1, giving a family of 
four the opportunity to attend 
a game for only $10. 

The effect of these changes 
is a net decrease in the aver¬ 
age ticket price from $11.48 in 
1996 to $10.40 in 1997.

reaches. The Rouge River seg¬ 
ments were compared with 


similar streams in southern 
Michigan to determine target 
fish communities and tem¬ 
perature ranges. Currently, 
most of the Rouge River seg¬ 
ments rank below the refer¬ 
ence streams with the 
exception of the head waters 
streams, which are in line with 
the projected targets. A key 
limiting factor of fish popula¬ 
tions appears to be the poor 
water quality in many parts of 


the river. As the water quality 
in the Rouge River continues 
to improve, the diversity offish 
species is expected to in¬ 
crease. 

The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources has been 
stocking brown trout in John¬ 
son Creek for several years. 
Other species that may come 
back in a rejuvenated Rouge 
River include the Northern 
Pike, small mouth bass, rock 


bass and walleye. The study 
findings provide a more opti¬ 
mistic view of the Rouge River 
as a fishery than was previ¬ 
ously believed. One surprising 
finding is that the water tem¬ 
peratures are relatively cool 
and stable in many of the 
reaches of the Rouge River. 
Careful maintenance of the 
vegetation along the river 
banks is necessary because of 
the shading it provides.

Second reading to adopt ordinance. 

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING MINIMUM REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING THE CONDITIONS AND MAINTENANCE OF ALL 
PROPERTY, BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES; BY PROVIDING 
THE STANDARD FOR SUPPLIED UTILITIES AND FACILITIES 
AND OTHER PHYSICAL THINGS AND CONDITIONS ESSEN¬ 
TIAL TO INSURE THAT STRUCTURES ARE SAFE, SANITARY 
AND FIT FOR OCCUPATION AND USE; AND THE CONDEMNA¬ 
TION OF BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES UNFIT FOR HUMAN 
OCCUPANCY AND USE AND THE DEMOLITION OF SUCH 
STRUCTURES; KNOWN AS THE PROPERTY MAINTENANCE 
CODE. 

Be it ordained by the Board of Trustees of the Charter Township of 
Van Buren as follows:

Boy, do I have a ‘great auto¬ 
mobile for you! It’s sort of like 
sport- utility meets full size 
truck. How can that be you 
ask? Well, if you have not 
guessed by now, I’m talking 
about the 1997 GMC Suburban 
SLT. It’s for the rugged individ 
ualist. 

On the road and off you see 
two types of sport-utility 
owners: those who drive what’s 
popular at the moment. And 
those who‘drive an automobile 
that is always in style. Subur¬ 
ban ownefs have discovered 
that in a vehicle category such 
as this one, filled with impos¬ 
ters and wannabees, the GMC 
stands out as an authentic 
choice. 

Built on a dedicated four- 
wheel-drive platform the Sub¬ 
urban acts like an SUV/truck 
should, with unwavering rug¬ 
gedness, durability, and the 
physical prowess to conquer 
most any terrain. Just hit the 
button and you are driving 
with the confidence of four- 
wheel-drive. Its just that sim¬ 
ple. 

Unlike the ABS in some 
SUV’s, Suburbans system 
works in every drive mode, 
helping to maintain steering 
control while braking on even 
the slickest surfaces. The con¬ 
trol that I had once driving the 
vehicle was amazing, consider¬ 
ing how large it was. I thought 
it would be very hard to ma¬

neuver. The ride was smooth 
as glass. 

Some of the features that I 
found very useful were: the 
heat control vents in the rear 
passenger area could be con¬ 
trolled from the front as well 
as rear seats, large cargo/ 
luggage capacity was great, 
plenty of cargo room for all 
those Christmas packages. 
There is also a really neat gad¬ 
get called the D-pillar switch 
to lock and unlock all doors 
from the cargo area. 

Standard equipment on this 
four-wheel drive Suburban 
SLT is steel belted radial tires, 
speed sensitive power steer¬ 
ing, independent front suspen¬ 
sion, front stabilizer bar, tow 
hook, four extra power sources 
for computers, radar detec¬ 
tors, etc... 100 amp alternator, 
driver and front passenger air 


bags, four wheel anti-lock 
brakes, side door beams, 42 
gallon fuel tank and a hand 
full of other features at no ad¬ 
ditional cost. 

For everything this SUV 
had, I found the price pretty 
easy to swallow. Base was 


$28,000 and as tested $38,000. 

You must also consider that 
the one I drove was nicely 
loaded. It had a compact disc 
player, 6-way adjustable seats, 
sport appearance package, air 
conditioning front and rear 
with individual passenger con¬ 


trols, leather wrapped steer¬ 
ing wheel, hi-back buckets and 
much more. 

I would recommend this 
sport utility vehicle to any fam¬ 
ily large or small.
